_ | Mx, Gilmour. was ‘about 30 
years bf ago, and was of Scotch 
descent, Bolure he took to flying 
ho was an cnthusiastic motorist 
ond engineor. At Olifton he was 
‘tho hoad of tho dee workshop. 

_ On leaving school. he toured 
tho sworld and then joined tho 
Central Technical College. Ho 
afterwards entered the. engincor- 
ing profossion, and distinguishod
